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WHAT A CONGRESSMAN THINKS OF 


THE FUNERALS OF HtS FELLOWS. 


A Queer Interview—Brlsht's Disease • 


Common One—Suicides and Public Men. 
congressmen's Ooflbis and Their Costly 
funerals—The Best Time to Die. 


[Special Correspondence.] 


WASHINGTON, Ang. 6.—Etich statesman 


has a hobby, and it Is funny how curious 
some of these hobbies ore. Scott, of Penn- 
sylvania, is wrapped up in horses. Lolond 
Stanford can talk by the hour on horse breed- 
ing, and Senator Kenna llkea nothing better 
than developing an instantaneous photo- 
graph. Ex-Congressman BeUord, "tbe Bed 
Headed Booster of the Rockies," notwith- 
standing his bibulous tendencies, had a hobby 
of theological study, and the same is true of 
fudge E. B. Taylor, of Ohio. Judge Taylor 
knows nil about the religions of the past and 
present He oan tell you just what each 
tribe on the face of the globe now worship, 
and ho Is not so illiberal but that be finds 
some good in all. Gen. Logan was also food 
of theology, but he ran more to biblical study 
thoa to tho study of the sacred books of other 
religions. He was proud of being the pos- 
sessor of one of the lost copies of the rare 
books of Jeshur, and his library would be o 
valuable addition to a theological seminary. 


One of the queerest hobbies, however, in 


congressional study is that of a western con- 
gressman whom nature cut out for an under- 
taker, bnt who was by a good education and 
a bright mind forced into politics. He has 
been in the houso for a number of terms. He 
has a good national reputation, and were I 
permitted to give his name this phase of his 
character would be a surprise to all but his 
Oioat intimate acquaintances. 
Said he to me 


last night! 


"Death and burial has always had a curi- 


ous fascination for ma I attend more funer- 
ate, perhaps, than any man in the houso or 
eenate, aud I could give you an outline of 
the history of funerals in the past. I know 
all about cremation as it is practiced by the 
Hindoos and the Siamese, and I have pict- 
ures at my house illustrating tho method of 
embalming used by the different nations of 
tho post I believe I could give a receipt for 
embalming fluid off hand, and I have never 
studied medicine or worked in a drug store. 
I bavo visited, perhaps, more tombs than 
any other public man. I-have wept over the 
remains of Abehird and Heloiss in the Fere 
la Chaise in Rirls. I have stood above the 
dust of Dante in Florence, have spent hours 
in wandering among tho monuments in 
Westminster Abbey, and have examined the 
interiors of the pyramids with a magnesium 
light. I can tell you, perhaps, as much about 
tjio deaths of noted men as any other public 
man, and I have a necrology in tbo shape of 
a blank took which I have filled with clip- 
pings about how great men have died. I 
shall die myself some day, and I have given, 
direction that my obituary shall close the 
volnroa" 


"What disease carries off more poblio men 


than any other?" I asked. 
"t should say," replied tho statesman, 


"Bright1 s disease of the kidneys. A careful 
diagnosis shows that this has more to do with 
OUT great funerals than any other. The pub- 
Ik} man of the United States lives high. Here 
at Washington ho gets in the habit of wining 
OJDd dining, he disturbs his stomach with 
highly spiced terrapin nnd heats his liver 
with cold champagne. This was tho cause of 
Salmon P. Chase's taking pff. He might) 
have lived to a ripe old ago had he stuck to 
t£q oold water temperance diet of Wouke- 
sna springs. He went toWaukesha a few 
ypars before ho died, when he was in a bad 
•Way. By eating oatmeal, beefsteak and 
drinking puro water lie rapidly improved 
Oqd ho soon regained his old vigor. He came 
back.to Washington-arid his table, and it was 
a, table ilmt fixed disease upon him. It was 
the same with Senator Anthony, of Ehode 
Island. Anthony stood the big dinners ot 
Washington for nearly a generation, but 
they carried him off at last He was one of 
the greatest epicures we have ever had, and 
he and Bom Perloy Pooro had their happiest 
hours when their logs were- under some other 
man's mahogany. Pooro had enough bills of 
fore in his memento collections to havo 
Started a paper mill, and ho used to smack 
MS lips when he told the story of tho good 
dinners he had eaten. There are a number 
o&the leading publio men of the United 
States who are afflicted with Bright's disease 
today. They say little about it. however, 
and aa a rule they do not appreciate that it is 
carrying them closer and closer to the grave. 


"Heart dteeaae," continued tho obituary 


statesman, "has carried off a good many 
men. It was this that killed Senator Fecton 
a f aw years ago. He died at his desk while 
reading 
hia correspondence. 
Sheridan's 


trouble rs heart disease, and Marcy, who 
•was a former secretory of war, was found 
dead with a volume of poems in his hand, and 
it was heart disease that killed him. George 
Washington died from catching cold. His 
chest was hollow, and it was his out of door 
life that kept him from consumption, 
numerous publio men hove died of cancers, 
and. this dlseasoeeems to be constantly on the 
increase. I know of an Illinois congressman 
who bas a cancer on bis throat, and the death 
of Oen. Grant and the- Kmperor Frederick 
are too recent to need mention. Judge Kel- 
itey bad a cancer in his cheek some years ago, 
and: it came trom smoking. He had it out 
out, however, and ho is now as good as he 
was forty y ears- ago and does- more work than 
he did then. 
"•Another disease which has carried off 


many a bright man is suicide. Yes, I call 
gnicide adisense, and I dont believe any man 
ia good health ever attempts it Take Preston 
King, whose body was found floating In the 
river near Sow York with a twenty-five 
pound bag of shot attached to it 
King was 


too fat to be healthy. Ho weighed between 
throe and f our hundred pounds, and they had 
to havo on extra large chair for his use. 
fine senate. It was said that he died from 
tho annoyances of office seekers, but I dont 
believe it. He was sick and morbid and the 
disease caused him to commit suicide. Hise, 
of Kentucky, I know very well He worked 
himself to death, and it was his low spirit 
that brought on his felo de se." 


"Sow about Edwin M. Stauton?" 
"I don't believe Stanton committed suicide. 


His character was too strong to permit him 
to do so, and the evidences ore that his throat 
was not cut as was stated. I have talked 
with the man who had charge of his body, 
and he tells me his throat was as whole as 
yours Is today." 


"What do you think of statesmen's funerals 


and of tho government paying the eostP 


"I think they are all right, and if we poli- 


tjciacs leave our homes and como hereto 
work for the government at Washington it 
ought to <it least do as much as the Chinese 
immigration companies, and take us back 
and bury us in case wo die in tho service. 
Thecostol th«o congressional funerals has 
Been over estimated, and even if it does cost 
from 81,000 to *10^C«I, to bury the average 
congressman, think of :tbe surplus in tbe

and though he had been guilty of many 
misdeeds, he has been punished for one 
crime, that of killing Joseph J Quinn, 
July 6, 18b7 
For this murdei Lyons was 


sentenced to bo banged in the Tombs 
yard between seven and eight o'clock this 
morning He had boon a "tough" all his 
life, and oven glonod in that fact, for he
